Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,7-11, 13-27, 45 and 46 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, the reference Valentine fails to teach a user-associated 
instance of executable program, for implementing a particular location-triggered service and 
initiating execution of the user-associated program instance to deliver the particular service to a 
user after matching the user's location as indicated by location of the user's mobile entity with a 
location of the particular service delivery indicated by location data. This particular service is not 
the regular telecommunication service. 

There is no suggestion in Valentine to combine with any other references to teach the 
claimed limitation.
